Foreign  Trade  Developments: 

Phytosanitary  Certificates  not  necessary  for  processed  food  products.  U.S. 
Phytosanitary  Certificates  for  export  are  authorized  only  tor  plants  and 
unprocessed  plant  products  grown  or  produced  in  the  United  States,  its  pos- 
sessions or  the  commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico.  Effective  as  of  January  1,  1976, 
the  Plant  Protection  and  Quarantine  Programs,  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection 
Service,  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture,  discontinued  the  practice  of  issuing 
Federal  Phytosanitary  Certificates  (PPQ  Forms  577  and  578)  for  processed  plant 
products  and  nonplant  products  such  as  processed  foods,  including  any  pickled, 
canned  or  bottled  fruits,  vegetables  or  products  thereof,  candy  bars,  cooking 
oil,  syrups,  prepared  condiments,  cocoa,  tea,  coffee,  molasses,  honey,  prepared 
spices,  peanut  butter,  pelletized  livestock  feeds,  dog  food,  and  the  like. 

APHIS  still  continues  to  certify  flour,  corn  meal,  soybean  meal  and  other  milled 
material  which  may  be  a  means  of  spreading,  among  other  things,  stored  products 
pests  listed  as  being  of  concern  to  certain  countries.  Further,  products  such 
as  polished  rice,  bulgar  wheat,  blanched  peanuts,  and  the  like,  which  may  be 
subject  to  infestation  after  partial  processing,  may  also  be  certified. 

This  action  was  taken  in  order  to  bring  the  U.S.  Phytosanitary  Certificate  into 
line  with  the  International  Plant  Protection  Convention  (IPPC).
